Gang locked up for 
a total of 37 years 



FOUR men from 
Northamptonshire 
have been jailed for 
a total of 37 years for 
kidnapping a cash and 
carry manager in order 
to raid the premises 
where he worked. 

The men put their victim 
through a terrifying ordeal 
to get into a cash and carry 
warehouse in Grantham, 
Lincolnshire, on November 
3, 2010. 

The 54-year-old victim 
was forced out of his car in 
Keyworth, threatened with a 
knife and made to hand over 
his car keys. He was then 
bound and bundled into the 
back of his own vehicle and 
forced to open the premises 
where cash and cigarettes 
were then stolen. 

At Nottingham Crown 
Court, they were sentenced 
to a total of 37 years. 

Andra Hoyland, aged 
28, of Northampton Road, 
Broughton, pleaded guilty to 
kidnap and robbery and was 
sentenced to seven-and-a- 
half years. Nathan Pilsbury, 
aged 23, of North Oval, 
Kings Heath, Northampton, 
was found guilty of kidnap 
and robbery following a 
trial and was sentenced to 


13-and-a-half years. 

Richard Loveridge, aged 
20, of Lower Ecton Lane, 
Great Billing, Northamp¬ 
ton, pleaded guilty to kid¬ 
nap and robbery and was 
sentenced to six years. 

Martin McBrien, aged 26, 
of Crow Lane, Little Bill¬ 
ing, Northampton, pleaded 
guilty to kidnap and rob¬ 
bery and received 10 years. 


The court heard the alarm 
was raised after the victim 
was dumped in a field, but 
managed to free himself 
from the tape which bound 
his ankles together. He then 
flagged down a passing lor¬ 
ry on the A52. 

Detectives from Notting¬ 
hamshire Police’s major 
crime unit examined CCTV 
footage and trawled through 


phone records to link to¬ 
gether the four men, who 
were part of an organised 
crime group from North¬ 
ampton, and showed how 
they had plotted the kidnap 
and robbery. 

Sonia Drury, aged 31, 
of Peterborough, pleaded 
guilty to assisting in the 
robbery and was previously 
sentenced to a 12-month 


sentence, suspended for two 
years, with supervision and 
60 hours’ unpaid work. 

Inspector Andy Roberts 
said: “Although the manag¬ 
er was physically unharmed 
in the incident, the trauma 
of what happened has had a 
huge psychological impact. 

“The length of the sen¬ 
tence reflects the gravity of 
the crimes.” 


Nearly 170 jobs at 
call centre to go 

UP to 168 people face losing their 
jobs after communications firm 
TalkTalk announced it was clos¬ 
ing its Northampton call centre. 
The company, which occupies of¬ 
fice space next to Greyfriars bus 
station, said moves to ‘simplify 
its UK operations and infrastruc¬ 
ture’, were the reason behind the 
decision. 

A spokesman added: “These 
changes will enable us to deliver 
better services to our customers. 
Collective consultations on job 
losses will begin in other parts 
of the company, including North¬ 
ampton.” 

Northampton staff working in 
customer retention roles will 
have the opportunity to apply for 
other roles within the company.

WORK to build a world class 
skatepark in Northampton has 
begun. 

A group of skaters and officials 
from the town took part in a 
small ceremony to mark the start 
of building work on the new 
facility at Midsummer Meadow, 
off Bedford Road. 

Among them was Kevin Charles, 
the chairman of the Northamp¬ 
ton Skatepark Action Group, 
which has been campaigning for 
the past eight years to get a new 
facility in the town. He said: “It’s 
almost like a dream to see the 
work finally start. I’m so pleased 
we’ve finally got here.” 

The new park will be built over 
the next three months and has 
been funded by the borough 
council.

Final plans 
reveaied for 
bus station 


NEW pictures showing ex¬ 
actly what Northampton's 
proposed new bus station 
would look like have been 
revealed. 

The images show that the bus 
station, which will be built on the 
site of the Fishmarket, will have 
a see-through roof, with angu¬ 
lar peaks projecting out onto the 
street. 

Commenting on the plans, the 
county council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for infrastructure, Councillor 
Andre Gonzalez de Savage {Con, 
East Hunsbury) said: “The regen¬ 
eration of Northampton is really 
starting to gather pace now and 
the new bus interchange is an in¬ 
tegral part of this development. 

“For many, the bus interchange 
would be their introduction to the 
town, so it’s important we have a 
building which is bright, clean and 
welcoming and I believe this is the 
case with the designs we have.” 

The new bus station will replace 
the current Greyfriars building, 
which is due to be demolished to 
make way for the extension of the 
Grosvenor Centre. 

Inside the new building there 
will be 12 bus bays, ticket facili¬ 
ties, toilets, a cafe and shops. 


Seven bus bays will also be lo¬ 
cated nearby on The Drapery and 
two more would be in Bradshaw 
Street. 

The authorities behind the 
plans have insisted analysis has 
been carried out to make sure the 
new bus station would be “fully fit 
for purpose both now and in the 
future”. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, Councillor Tim Hadland 
{Con, Old Duston ) said: “This is 
something our town needs. 

“We’ve been working on provid¬ 
ing the best environment for regu¬ 
lar bus users and visitors to our 
town centre. 

“At the same time we’ll be free¬ 
ing up a large area north of the 
town centre for redevelopment to 
improve our town centre, which 
will attract investment and create 
jobs.” 

The majority of the funding 
for the building - £4 million - has 
come from the WNDC. The bor¬ 
ough council has also contributed 
£3 million and the county council 
has given £600,000. 

The borough council’s planning 
committee will decide if the de¬ 
velopment should go ahead in the 
coming months.

THE Northamptonshire maker of a luxury 
brand of soap has begun consulting with 
staff over plans to cease the manufactur¬ 
ing and warehousing of its products in the 
town. 

Toiletries company Bronnley & Co an¬ 
nounced this week it hoped to save money 
by outsourcing both, and moving to office 
premises. 

The business was bought out of adminis¬ 
tration in December by its shareholders. 

A spokeswoman for the firm said: “Fol¬ 
lowing a detailed review of its current 
operating model, Bronnley & Co has con¬ 
cluded much-needed cost savings could 
be made by outsourcing the manufacture 
and warehousing of its products from its 
Brackley site and moving to office premis¬ 
es. 


“The company has announced a period 
of consultation with its staff to consider 
these proposals. 

“No decisions have been made about 
the proposals, and none will be made un¬ 
til the period of employee consultation is 
complete, and that will be at least a month 
away. 

“The shareholders are committed to re¬ 
building a British brand with a great rep¬ 
utation and long heritage, and are looking 
at every option to make this a reality,” she 
added. 

H.Bronnley & Co was founded in 1884 
by James Bronnley when he was 19. He 
had spent a year in Paris studying the art 
of soap-making and was determined to 
become a maker of soaps of the highest 
quality. 


Women out of 
employment at 
an 18 -year high 


THE number of women of working 
age in Northampton who are unem¬ 
ployed is at an 18-year high, latest 
figures have shown. 

Statistics for the number of people claim¬ 
ing Job Seekers’ Allowance (JSA) in the town, 
released by the Office for National Statistics 
(ONS), showed 1,972 women claimed benefits 
in March. This is the highest number since 
September 1994. 

The number of men claiming JSA in North¬ 
ampton has increased to 4,146, making the 
overall total of people 6,118. 

In the past year, the overall number claim¬ 
ing JSA has increased by 411 people. 

Paul Griffiths, Northamptonshire Chamber 
of Commerce’s chief executive, said North¬ 
ampton had consistently been below the re¬ 
gional and national average in terms of the 
percentage of claimants. 

He said: “The national figures were largely 
positive, showing unemployment fell and em¬ 
ployment increased. 

“However, the challenges facing the labour 
market are still present and cannot be over¬ 
looked. For example, the number of people 
working part-time because they can’t find 
a full-time job has reached a new peak and 
there are still more than one million young 


people unemployed across the UK. 

“Locally there are several initiatives in 
place to help people find work. These include 
the Work Inspiration Network in North¬ 
ampton (WIN Northampton), run by North¬ 
amptonshire Chamber and Nationwide, 
and Challenge 2016, which was launched by 
Northamptonshire Enterprise Partnership 
yesterday. The Enterprise Zone in Northamp¬ 
ton is also expected to create jobs as compa¬ 
nies get established there.” 

Conservative MP for Northampton South, 
Brian Binley, said the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment, especially among young people, needed 
to be solved by creating more growth in the 
economy. 

Mr Binley is campaigning for the Govern¬ 
ment to reduce the investment in carbon re¬ 
duction technology, such as wind farms and, 
instead, put the money “back in to the pock¬ 
ets” of people. 

He said: “I was delighted to help create and 
launch the Challenge 2016 project to create a 
total of 2016 jobs for people aged 16 to 24 not in 
education, training or employment.”

Remains 
of brewery 
discovered 


THE REMAINS of the old 
Phipps brewery building 
have been discovered un¬ 
derneath Carlsberg's car 
park in Northampton. 

The Danish brewing giant was 
given planning permission to build 
a new bottling hall in the firm’s car 
park in Bridge Street in February. 

Excavation work on the site has 
already revealed the foundations 
of the former landmark brewery 
building just underneath the car 
park’s surface. 

Stephen Shoesmith-Evans, who 
is in charge of the development for 
Carlsberg, said: “We’ve found lots 
of brickwork all over the site. The 
whole car park area is where the 
Phipps building stood, so as we’re 
digging down, we’re finding quite 
a lot. 

“We’ve also found the footings 
of an old chimney on one part of 
the site.” 

Work has only just started on the 


car park. Over the coming months, 
the site will be dug down to eight 
meters and more than 300 piles 
will be drilled into the ground to 
support the new bottling hall. 

The building should be com¬ 
pleted by early next year and will 
feature a glass corner facing onto 
Bridge Street, so people passing by 
can see the work going on inside 
the bottling hall. 

New plants and shrubs will also 
be planted along the banks of the 
River Nene, to improve the river¬ 
side close to the brewery. 

The landmark Phipps brewery, 
which stood next to the bridge over 
the River Nene, was demolished in 
1973, the same time the first part 
of the Carlsberg plant opened on a 
piece of adjoining land. Although 
the old brewery building, which 
dates back to 1817, was demolished 
and the new Carlsberg brewery was 
built on the site, the Phipps name 
still lives on as a company run by 
Alaric Neville and his brother.

Watchdog 
queries NHS 
staff move 


A WATCHDOG group has 
queried the number of be¬ 
hind-the-scenes staff be¬ 
ing transferred from NHS 
Northamptonshire to the 
new-look health services 
that will be led by GPs next 
year. 

The plan, unveiled by Health 
Secretary Andrew Lansley in 2010, 
was that family doctors would de¬ 
cide where health budgets would 
be spent, in a radical shake-up of 
the NHS. 

But NHS Northamptonshire has 
admitted that many of the same of¬ 
fice staff who helped commission 
the £1 billion of county health care 
a year will also work for the new 
organisation next year. 

Patient group representatives 
said it was right that many staff 
moved across, as they were ex¬ 
perts at getting the best deal for 
the NHS. 

But they questioned if transfer¬ 
ring everyone was best for patients 
and taxpayers. 

Moya McVicar, of Northamp- 


tosnhire LINk said: “Some of 
those moving across are very good 
and others you just wonder about. 

“You wonder whether they will 
rest on their past performance or 
are genuinely worth it. 

“One thing is for certain, they 
will have to step up to the mark.” 

The decision about who will 
transfer is not believed to be made 
in Northamptonshire, but at a re¬ 
gional level of the NHS. 

It is not known how many staff 
will move to the new GP group that 
will cover the south of the county, 
but staff who currently do the job 
number about 200. 

Some patients believe the GP 
groups will be little different from 
NHS Northamptonshire, despite 
millions of pounds being spent na¬ 
tionally on the scheme. 

But county NHS bosses said that 
having GPs decide where money 
was spent would be a radical 
change. 

They also pointed out that hav¬ 
ing so many experienced staff 
transfer would ensure a smooth 
start to the new-style NHS early 
next year.

POLICE in Northampton¬ 
shire have called on victims 
of stalking not to suffer in 
silence if they fall victim to 
harassment. 

The county’s force now has a 
specialist domestic abuse unit 
with dedicated officers who inves¬ 
tigate high risk and complicated 
domestic abuse cases. 

The unit also investigates 
all stalking and harassment 
cases, and Detective In- I 
spector Andy Glenn, from I 
the unit, urged victims of I 
stalking and harassment to I 
speak out. 

DI Glenn was speaking I 
last Wednesday, which was I 
declared National Stalking I 
Awareness Day. 

He said: “I want people to I 
be confident that they can I 
report incidents of stalk- I 
ing and harassment to the 
police directly, via the na¬ 
tional helpline or to any of our 
partnership agencies that deal 
with domestic abuse. 

“I would like to reassure the 
public that all cases reported to 
us will be taken seriously, with 
a specialist team of experienced, 
dedicated officers who will thor¬ 
oughly investigate stalking cas¬ 
es. 


“Our first priority is to support 
the victim in making them safe.” 

Kristiana Wrixon, from the Na¬ 
tional Stalking Helpline, said it 
was important more people were 
aware of the “sinister” repercus¬ 
sions of stalking. 

National figures suggested 
around one in five women, and 
one in 10 men, will be stalked at

some time in their lives. 

A study also found more than 
half of all men who have been 
stalked and more than 40 per cent 
of women have given up social 
activities as a result of being “cy¬ 
ber stalked”. 

One third of stalking victims 
had lost jobs and relationships or 
had been forced to relocate as a 


direct result of the problem. 

Ms Wrixon said: “It is impor¬ 
tant that people are aware of how 
sinister and prevalent a crime 
stalking is. 

“Thirty years ago the majority 
of people did not understand how 
extreme the problem of domestic 
abuse was, but thankfully these 
attitudes have improved. 

“We want to see the same 
improvement with stalking 
or lives will continue to be 
lost.” 

Home Secretary Theresa 
May added: “Stalking is an 
abhorrent crime that can 
devastate people’s lives. 

“We are taking urgent 
action to make stalking a 
specific offence. We want 
to make sure that justice is 
done, that we protect victims 
and show beyond doubt that 
stalking is a crime. 

“We are also giving the po¬ 
lice new powers of entry to 
investigate stalking offences and 
looking at better training and 
guidance for the police and pros¬ 
ecutors to ensure victims get the 
protection they deserve.”

Hundreds are now 
using minibus in 
rural county areas 

MORE than 1,300 people 
living in rural Northamp¬ 
tonshire are using a new 
minibus service to help 
them get around the coun¬ 
ty. 

The Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council launched the new 
service in September last year to 
replace subsidised buses, which 
often travelled empty around 
some villages, after a £2.1 million 
cut in the transport budget. 

The County Connect fleet of 
mini-buses tour the five separate 
areas of the county picking up 
people who have pre-booked jour¬ 
neys from their homes or nearest 
bus stop and taking them to their 
nearest town. 

So far each month about 4,000 
journeys are made, allowing pas¬ 
sengers to connect with long dis¬ 
tance buses. 

County Councillor Andre 
Gonzalez De Savage {Con, East 
Hunsbury ) cabinet member for 
infrastructure and public pro¬ 
tection, said: “The need to save 
millions of pounds meant that 
we needed to rethink the way 


we provided subsidised public 
transport. 

“So far, County Connect has 
proved to be a tremendous suc¬ 
cess as the user figures dem¬ 
onstrate and demand can only 
increase as people become more 
aware of what the service has to 
offer. 

“Because the bus only trav¬ 
els where there is a need costs 
are kept low but the service has 
also opened up connections to 
parts of the county, which would 
not previously have had public 
transport. 

“While County Connect can 
obviously be used for shopping 
trips, which traditional market- 
day services would have offered, 
the flexibility means it can also 
be used for journeys to work or 
college and even nearby villag¬ 
es.” 

The five areas served by the 
mini buses are north east of the 
county, Nene Valley, Welland 
Valley, Long Buckby and Daven- 
try, and south Northants.

Laser beams light up the 
sky over Express Lift 
Tower in the name of art 


AN ART project which 
saw the skies above 
Northamptonshire filled 
with strange beams of 
green light has returned 
to perform a second 
show. 

Laser beams shone from the 
National Lift Tower in North¬ 
ampton recently as part of a 
trial art installation under 
the Flow Northamptonshire 
programme, which is part of 
the Cultural Olympiad. 

The programme, a collabo¬ 
ration between artist Jo Fair¬ 
fax, Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council, and a laser hire 
company from London, is be¬ 
ing funded by organisations 
including the Arts Council 
and Legacy Trust UK. 

Its return to the lift tower 
last Thursday night was try 
further lighting tests ahead of 
a mysterious project planned 
in the coming weeks to cel¬ 
ebrate the London Olympics. 

Graham Callister, cultural 
policy and planning manager 
at Northamptonshire County 
Council, was tight-lipped 
about what the project would 
be, but told town residents to 
keep their eyes peeled for a 
future, full-scale display. 

He said: “We are looking 
to switch the lights back on 
again on a significant forth¬ 
coming date, so I’d advise peo¬ 
ple to watch this space, keep 
an eye out in the local press 
and on Twitter.” 

Thursday’s installation saw 
two strong beams emanating 
from the lift tower switch be¬ 
tween the north/ south and 
east/west planes every 30 sec¬ 
onds for two hours. 

As part of the display high- 
powered LED lights were also 
projected from the base of the 



lift tower, up the side of it, to 
create a colour-wash effect. 

Mr Callister said the re¬ 
sponse from the public to 
the installation, and to the 
previous one, had been “over¬ 
whelming”. 

He said: “Twitter last night 
went even more crazy than 
the first time we did a test at 
the lift tower, and we’ve seen a 
lot of Facebook activity. 

“We’ve had an overwhelm¬ 
ing response from the public, 
especially in emails to the 
Flow website, which have 
been saying how much peo¬ 
ple love the lasers, and asking 
when they are coming back. 

“So it seems the project is 
really hitting the right note 
where we hoped it would.”

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'I regret the 
loss of life in 
war in Iraq' 


TONY Blair's former spin-doctor, 
Alastair Campbell, told North¬ 
ampton residents during an ap¬ 
pearance in the town, that he 
now looked back on the Iraq war 
with mixed views. 

The 54-year-old former political aide 
spoke in front of an audience of about 
100 people during an appearance at the 
Deco theatre in Abington Square. 

During a frank and open session, he 
discussed his own battle with depres¬ 
sion, his views on New Labour and his 
opinions on both Tony Blair and Gordon 
Brown. 

Discussing the Iraq war, he admitted 
that even his wife had been against the 
decision to take action against Saddam 
Hussein. 

He said: “Obviously, I regret the loss of 
lives there were in the conflict. 

“But life is not black and white, there 
are shades of grey and I think it was the 
right thing to deal with Saddam Hussein 
at that time.” 

Looking back on New Labour’s legacy, 
he said he hoped their work to bring 
peace to Northern Ireland would be re¬ 
membered as well as their efforts in the 


Middle East and the introduction of the 
minimum wage. 

Discussing his opinions of Tony Blair, 
he added: “I remember the sense of him 
being different when I first met him. He 
was different to other politicians. That’s 
one reason he became the leader of the 
Labour party and Prime Minister three 
times. He was something very different, 
certainly from a Labour perspective. 
That was something interesting and ap¬ 
pealing to me.” 

He also insisted he got on well with 
Gordon Brown “most of the time”. 

Discussing his own breakdown, Mr 
Campbell added: “The obvious thing was 
excessive alcohol consumption, but I 
don’t think that explains it on its own. 

“I think I’d always had a depressive 
streak in me and I was also a workahol¬ 
ic.” 

As well as signing copies of his books, 
Mr Campbell took questions from mem¬ 
bers of the public. Among those who 
questioned the spin-doctor was North¬ 
ampton resident James Nunn. He said: 
“I think it’s very good that we get people 
like this coming to Northampton. He was 
very open and approachable and I think 
he spoke very well.”

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Concerns raised 
over future of 
town's library 


THE FUTURE of North¬ 
ampton's main library is 
safe, the man in charge of 
the Guildhall has insisted, 
despite concerns about 
its future being raised by 
opposition politicians. 

Fears about the future of the 
Central Library in Abington 
Street were first raised in Octo¬ 
ber last year when Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council published 
plans showing how the town 
centre could be developed by 
2026. 

Plans in the document sug¬ 
gested the library could be in¬ 
cluded in a new shopping cen¬ 
tre, which would stretch from 
Abington Street into St Giles 
Street. 

The plans were discussed by 
the borough council’s cabinet 
again last week, where opposi¬ 
tion members called for the li¬ 
brary to be retained. 

The leader of the opposition, 
Councillor Lee Mason (Lab, 
Brookside ) said: “I know the 
leader of the council has said

there are no plans to move the 
library, but I’m still not hap¬ 
py. The proposals sound very 
vague. 

“The plans just say the library 
might stay there and there might 
also be shops,” she added. 


“So I think people are still 
very worried about the possi¬ 
bility of losing the town’s main 
library. 

“There still seems to be a 
threat of retail taking over that 
space and I share people’s con¬ 
cerns about that.” 

She was backed by the leader 
of the Liberal Democrat oppo¬ 
sition group, Councillor Sally 
Beardsworth (Lib Dem, King- 
sthorpe ), who added: “The li¬ 
brary building is held in high 
esteem and is very well used. 

“And if we’re going to have 
students back in the town cen¬ 
tre, it’s vital to keep it there.” 

But the leader of the author¬ 
ity, Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh (Con, Rectory Farm ) repeat¬ 
ed claims he made earlier in the 
month that despite the proposal 
being included in the plan, they 
would not be carried out. 

He said: “There are no plans 
to close the library from the 
borough council, or indeed the 
county council, which owns the 
library. That’s my categoric as¬ 
surance.”

Shop in gas 
leak drama 

AN ELECTRIC spark is believed 
to be the cause of a fire and gas 
leak that closed a stretch of road 
in Northampton. 

The leak was reported at Classic News 
newsagents in Park Avenue North, Ab- 
ington, just before 9.15am on Tuesday. 

Residents living nearby were advised 
to stay indoors and keep their doors and 
windows closed while 20 firefighters and 
National Grid engineers worked to re¬ 
solve the leak. 

Police cordoned off a 50-metre stretch 
of the road, enclosing about 30 houses, 
for two hours. 

Workmen, who were carrying out ren¬ 
ovations upstairs in the shop, initially c 
ailed fire crews to a fire in the basement. 

Fire service group manager, Terry 
Considine, said: “The fire service were 
called to Park Avenue North to a report 
of a fire in a basement. 

“On arrival the crews were met by 
workmen that had been working in the 
shop, who reported a fire and a signifi¬ 
cant smell of gas.” 

Using breathing equipment, firefight¬ 
ers from Moulton, The Mounts and Mere¬ 
way brought the blaze under control. 

Fire crews declared the area safe just 
after 11.20am, when the incident was 
handed to National Grid gas engineers. 

Manager of Classic News, Jayesh Pa¬ 
tel, said last night the gas leak had been 
caused by a spark from the electricity 
board that had ignited the gas meter. 

He said: “Workmen were in the shop.

“Luckily it blew out itself and thank¬ 
fully no one else was in the shop.”

Date set for return of street fair 


A CONTROVERSIAL street 
fair which angered traders 
but won backing from huge 
swathes of the public will re¬ 
turn to Northampton's busi¬ 
est shopping street in Octo¬ 
ber. 

The St Crispin’s Street Fair will be 
held in Abington Street and the Mar¬ 
ket Square from Sunday, October 28 
to Tuesday, October 30. 

The three-day event will see the 
town centre turned into a makeshift 


fun fair with a series of rides and 
games. 

The fair is being held at no cost to 
the council. 

Councillor Brandon Eldred, 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
cabinet member for community en¬ 
gagement, said: “We have a fantastic 
opportunity to bring thousands of 
people into our town centre. 

“Working closely with town cen¬ 
tre businesses has given us a real 
insight into how we can make this 
event work for them as we attract 


visitors to Northampton. 

“We are still finalising our plans, 
but it is already clear that we will be 
in a position to deliver an event that 
will be good for businesses and at no 
cost to the borough council.” 

But despite cross-party calls to 
bring back the fair after an absence 
of eight years, the move has not won 
the backing of all town centre trad¬ 
ers, who fear the mix of fairground 
rides and loud music will do little for 
business. 

Market stall holder Eamonn Fitz¬ 


patrick said: “The people who come 
into the town centre to see the fair 
are not shoppers, and never were. 

“They are people who come in to 
see the spectacle of the fair, and spend 
their money on fleeting amusements 
which take money out of the public 
purse for weeks afterwards.” 

Councillors will sit down with 
businesses in the coming weeks to 
discuss plans for this years event, 
which will see fairground attrac¬ 
tions on the Market Square and sev¬ 
eral town centre streets.

charge theTwizy up while you're in the office, 
longer commutes are a viable proposition. 

To maximise simplicity, theTwizy includes a 
charger and three-metre charging cable be¬ 
neath a hatch at the front of the vehicle.The 
great paradox of this is that if you only have 
access to on-street parking at home theTwizy 
is a bit of a non-starter, ruling it out for many 
of the urbanites theTwizy would otherwise 
be ideally suited for. City recharging points are 
becoming more commonplace but for many, 
this remains a significant barrier to ownership. 

Classed in law as a heavy quadricycle, 
theTwizy is also legally allowed to drive on 
motorways. 

The Renault Twizy is the closest we've 
come to a real and workable electric vehicle 
solution. Where it differs from its rivals is 
in offering the fun and manoeuvrability of a 
scooter with the controls, comfort and rela¬ 
tive safety of a car. By pricing it somewhere 
between the two and giving it some funky 
styling, Renault has created a formula that 
seems certain to succeed. 

I'd have personally liked to see a scooter¬ 
sized 'range-extender' gasoline engine in¬ 
cluded to take the anxiety out of theTwizy's 
countdown to zero volts, but Renault 
has stuck to the EV formula and done 
a great job of making the technol- 
S *V ogy accessible and attractive.

L OOKING nothing like a car means that 
you approach theTwizy unburdened 
by expectations for it to drive like a 
car and it doesn't disappoint. Yes, it has 
a steering wheel, a windscreen and fore- 
aft seating but that's about as far as the 
similarities go. Unless you specify them as 
options, theTwizy has no doors so you can 
see the tarmac whizzing past, adding to the 
sensation of speed. You'll also see the front 
wheels turning and you'll get the wind in 
your hair. A bit. 

Motive power comes courtesy of a 20bhp 
electric motor that drives the rear wheels 
and is mounted under the rear passenger 
seat. Fully charging the battery from empty 
takes three and a half hours, after which 
theTwizy is claimed to run for up to 72 
miles, depending on how enthusiastically 
you choose the pedal the thing. Renault 
quotes a top speed of 47mph which is more 
than enough for urban use but a couple of 
colleagues have seen better than 50mph.

fore you've managed to crash it.TheTwizy is 
different. It's something you'd want to show 
off to your mates.Twizy seats two, one be¬ 
hind the other and is tall and narrow.Thank¬ 
fully all the weight is mounted down low so it 
never feels as if it's going to tip over.The ride 
is firm and it'll understeer benignly if you fling 
it recklessly at a hairpin rather than gripping 
and flipping. 

Renault will sell you a pair of optional demi- 
doors that open up and out, and also offer an 
apron that'll at least keep your lower half dry 
if the heavens do open.

Town turn down 
Rams Jacobs bid 


THE Cobblers have turned 
down a bid from an npower 
Championship club - be¬ 
lieved to be Derby County 
- for highly-rated midfielder 
Michael Jacobs. 

The 20-year-old, whose contract 
at Sixfields expires at the end of the 
current season, was the subject of 
a transfer enquiry by Reading last 
year. 

He has also been scouted with 
increasing regularity by Peterbor¬ 
ough United in the past month, with 
Watford manager Sean Dyche also 
thought to be monitoring the situa¬ 
tion. 

Northampton would be well pro¬ 
tected if a tribunal was to set Jacobs’ 
fee as he has been with the club since 
he was 10, and has enjoyed incre¬ 
mental pay rises during that time. 

“We have turned down an offer for 
Michael,” confirmed Cobblers chair¬ 
man David Cardoza. 

“We know a lot of offers are going 


to come in for him but he will have 
the final say in the end. 

“I can’t say how much was 
offered this morning but it was not 
enough. 

“We’re talking about champion¬ 
ship clubs but the season hasn’t fin¬ 
ished yet and I’m sure that interest 
will grow in the next few weeks. 

“We’ll cross that bridge if we come 
to it. Aidy is going to be speaking to 
Michael and it may well be the case 
that he wants to stay here for the 
next year or two. 

“We’ve made him a good offer and 
we hope he stays. If the worst comes 
to the worst we’ll make sure we’re 
properly compensated for it.” 

Although all of the clubs linked 
with Jacobs at this point are playing 
in the championship, Cardoza is an¬ 
ticipating some interest from the top 
level of English football. 

The chairman, however, is not 
convinced the player will definitely 
leave the club this summer. 

“We’re realistic about it and there 


are some big clubs interested so we’ll 
see what happens,” he said. 

“I would expect Premier League 
clubs to come in for him, a lot have 
watched him but we want him to 
stay here. 

“His agents have had our offer, it’s 
a good offer, and he might decide he 
wants to stay here and work with 
Aidy (Boothroyd) for another year.” 

Jacobs may not be leaving Six- 
fields but two players whose depar¬ 
tures have been confirmed are Nath¬ 
aniel Wedderburn and Lewis Young. 

Wedderburn played the full 90 
minutes at Crawley Town but that 
was his first appearance for more 
than a year while Young has slipped 
out of the first-team picture in re¬ 
cent weeks. 

The Cobblers, who secured their 
Football League safety with a 0-0 
draw at Hereford United last Satur¬ 
day, play their final home game of 
the season on Saturday when they 
entertain Gillignham at Sixfields 
(ko 3pm).

JIM MALLINDER believes the do¬ 
or-die nature of Saints’ final two 
games of the season could be ideal 
preparation for the Premiership 
play-offs... if they reach them. 

Saints are favourites to clinch 
the final play-off place after com¬ 
ing from behind to beat rivals 
Exeter on Sunday and leap back 
above them into fourth. 

Defeat at Sandy Park could have 
spelled the end of Saints’ title 
dreams for another season, and 
now they have to beat Worcester 
on the final day to seal a third suc¬ 
cessive Premiership semi-final.

It was a bit nervy at times 
without a doubt, but it was good 
for the lads and hopefully we can 
use that moving forward.” 

Mallinder has taken his squad 
to Portugal for some warm-weath¬ 
er training this week as Saints 
have a weekend off before the 
clash with Worcester. 

And he will be impressing on 
his players that the job is not done 
yet, despite Exeter needing to beat 
champions Saracens on the final 
day to overtake Saints. 

“I don’t think we can think about 
the top four,” said Mallinder. “We 
have got to think about one thing 
and that is beating Worcester, be¬ 
cause Exeter will go down and try 
to beat Saracens. 

“They will play for the full 80 
minutes and give it everything as 
we saw at Worcester. It is in our 
hands and we need to make sure 
we go out and beat Worcester.” 

Saints’ title rivals Leicester, 
Harlequins and Saracens are all 
assured of their play-off places 
going into last week’s round of 
games, while Saints had to come 
from behind to beat Exeter and 
keep their season alive. 

It was a test of character that 
they came through.
